Lake Powell is the new lake 
forming behind the Glen 
Canyon Dam in northeast¬ 
ern Arizona and Utah. The 
lake will continue to form 
until 1966. At present it is 
rising about 1 foot every 4 
days. Here Don skiied in 
several of the channels 
around Wahweap Basin 
which is the only launching 
area at this time. The water 
at the dam is about 300 feet 
deep but this did not stop 
the family from taking the 
boat right up to the face of 
the dam and having their 
pictures taken holding the 
metal doors that open and 
close to release the water. 
’The dam is not yet in oper¬ 
ation but is expected to pro¬ 
duce electrical power by 
September of this year. 

Don piloted the boat up 
Lake Powell (Colorado 
River) some 63 miles to Last 
Chance Canyon where it was 
beached and a 1.7 mile hike 
allowed the family to view 
one of the great natural 
wonders of the modern 
world — Rainbow Bridge. 
Unitl the lake started back¬ 
ing the water into this area 
this bridge had only been 
seen by about 25,000 people 
because it was a rugged 4 
day pack trip into the area. 
The bridge is a beautifud 
sight. It is 243 feet high, 
perfect in shape and wide 
enough for a 2 lane high¬ 
way over the top. The beau¬ 
tiful red and pinks of the 
sandstone make the name 
very appropriate. Lake 
Powell is a wonderful sight 
with 200-500 foot sheer cliffs 
of bright rod and black

Gentlemen: 

At a special meeting of 
the Sierra Madre Apartment 
Owners Association held 
Monday, August 24, 1964, it 
was resolved that the Apart¬ 
ment Owners Association 
register a strong protest 
with the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre with reference to the 
rash of sensational tax as¬ 


sessment Increases in the 
city. 

While we realize that the 
city has no direct control 
over the assessments in Los 
Angeles County, we do feel 
that the Council should take 
immediate steps to bring 
this distressing situation to 
the attention of the Los An¬ 
geles Board of Supervisors 


so as to seek relief from 
these increases. 

While some inequities 
surely existed in the assess¬ 
ments here, we cannot justi¬ 
fy arbitrary increases of 
from 100% to 300% in some 
cases. This creates addi¬ 
tional duress for our already 
overburdened apar t m e n t 
owenrs. As a group, these 


people are surely the largest 
taxpayers in Sierra Madre. 
In most cases, the taxes are 
already in excess of two 
months total rent received 
by the owner, and will now 
soar higher. These added 
costs cannot b e passed 
along to tenants or we be¬ 
come non-competitive with 
surrounding communities. 


The apartment houses of 
Sierra Madre represent the 
only acceptable method of 
broadening the tax base for 
the single home owner. We 
are very liimted in our com¬ 
mercial potential, and are 
not desirous of any more in¬ 
dustrial growth. Therefore, 
what injures the apartment 
■owner must, in turn, ad¬ 


versely affect the entire 
community. 

We ask that you take 
prompt action to bring our 
case before appropriate 
authority in the Los An¬ 
geles County Board of Sup¬ 
ervisors.
